Slavs Charge 


Belgrade, Yugoslavia, Sept. 1 — 


(IP) — Yugoslavia's official news- 
paper charged today Russia is set- 
ting $50,000,000 for selling out Yu- 
goslave claims to a slice of south- 
ern Austria. 


The charge was the latest prop- 
aganda blast in the war of nerves 
between Russia and Yugoslavia. 


The dispute has been highlighted 
by rumors of Soviet troop concen- 
trations on Yugoslavia's borders 
counter moves by Marshal 
Tito's 


army and stories of sabatage in- 
side this Balkan country. 


The newspaper Borba, voice of 
Tito's government, put the $50,000,- 
000 price tag on what it called 
Russia's "betrayal" of Yugoslavia. 


Borba declared Russia dropped 
her support of Yugoslav territorial 
claims on Austria last June after 
she got western agreement on rais- 
ing Soviet war claims against Aus- 
tria from $100,000,000 to $150,000.- 
00. Britain, France and the U. S. 
have consistently opposed Yugo- 
slav land claims as part of an Aus- 
trian independence treaty. 


Borba's editorial was the first 
Yugoslav retort of an official na- 
ture to an angry Russian note de- 
livered Monday declaring 
again 
that Tito himself had abandoned 
his Austrian claims behind Russia's 
back. 


With mixed defiance 
and sar- 


casm, Borba charged Russia was 
trying to bring Yugoslavia under 
"control in order to place her in 
an unequal and subdued position." 


The tone of editorials, both in 
Borba and another B e l g r a d e , 
paper, Politika, showed little con- 
cern over the possibility of the war 
of nerves turning into a shooting 
war soon.

It gave a shivery feeling. The 
fiery emotionalism of 
man seeped 
through 
the

alien 
tongue into the hearts of listeners 
in many lands. The hall in which 
he spoke was hung with scarlet 
banners, for red is the color of 
war. And the hall shook with bursts 
of massed applause — as if led by 
invisible cheerleaders. It was like 
something out of the middle ages. 


Exactly 2,074 days later the re- 
turns from Adolf's speech were in. 
His reich and many other coun- 


decided — freedom or tyranny, the 
oldest issue on earth and never 
settled. 


War didn't even dent the global 


population. Wars never do that so 
tvcll as a good long plague. It is 
a tremendous tribute to the im- 
perishable vitality and optimism of 
the human race that it has gone 
on having children like mad. There 
are some 2,300,000,000 people in the 
world, more than ever, and some 
150,000,000 dwell in 
America — 
more than ever. 


Here more people 
are 
eating 
higher on the hog, living better, 
earning more, than at any period 
in our story. And America is still 
a little startled at .the realization 
it has replaced the British empire 
as the biggest single factor 
for 


world order. That carries the priv- 
ileges o£ 
greater responsibility 


— and, inevitably, higher taxes. 
That is the price of being the big 
brother. 


What did the war teach us? Well,

El- 
lender argued that a sudden boost 
to 75 cents might plunge the nation 
into a depression. 


By a vote of 54 to 20, the senate 


also turned down an amendment of 
Senator Fulbright (D-Ark) provid- 
ing for an increase to a 75-cent 
minimum wage for companies with 
less than 50 employes but not af- 
fecting .the proposed increase, for 
larger companies. 


Senator Taft of Ohio, the Repub- 
lican policy leader, joined Pepper 
and other administration spokes- 
man in fighting efforts to set the 
minimum below 75 cents.

ed Canasta (1 to 3 wild cards) 300 
points;Each red trey, 100 points; 
4 red treys for one partnership, 
t!00 points.

A side cannot meld out unless 


it has at least one Canasta. This 
may be a natural or a mixed Ca- 
nasta. 


Red treys on the table do not 
count as melds. As a matter 
of 


fact, if. your side fails to ma.ke a 
legal minimum meld before 
the 


other side goes out, the red treys 
of your side become 
a. 
minus 
value. 


When it is your turn to play, if 
you fail to remove a red trey irom 
your hand and place it face 
up 


on the table, and the-other 
side 
melds out and catches you 
with 


one or more red treys, your side 
is subject to a penalty
